Please delete the paragraph at page 36, lines 9-15, and replace with the following 
paragraph: 

An SVBV promoter fragment was isolated by PCR amplification using 
A ( oligonucleotide primers (5'CAAAGAAGAAGCTTAACTATGC3' (SEQ ID N0:9)and 

P 5'TGCGGGATCCGGTTTGTAAGCAGGGAGG3' (SEQ ID NO: 10)) specific to sequences 

flanking the promoter region. Using this method, a 0.4 Kb promoter fragment consisting of 
sequences 6816 to 7291 of the SVBV-E3 genome was isolated (SEQ ID NO: 1). The 3' end of 
the promoter fragment contains the un-translated leader sequences of ORE VII to ensure 
translatability of coding regions located downstream.
